Adminis- 
tration of  price  support  on  peanuts,  tung  oil, 
grain,  rice,  beans,  seed,  naval  stores,  honey 
and  kenlf  has  been  transferred  from  New  Or- 
leans to  the  Dallas  Commodity  Stabilization 
Office. 


H.  G.  Sundahl,  Agricultural  Marketing  Spec- 
ialist from  the  New  Orleans  Office,  has  join- 
ed the  staff  at  Dallas  and  will  be  of  great 
assistance  in  handling  the.  commodities  trans- 
ferred to  Dallas  as  well  as  the  drought  re- 
lief program  in  that  area.  The  Dallas  office 
at  the  present  time  has  taken  over  this  func- 
tion and  is  ordering  corn  into  the  states  of

Specialist,  will  handle  the  grain,  rice, 
beans  and  seed  formerly  handled  by  the  Nev/ 
Orleans  office. 

The  reassignment  will  also  pla  ce  the  port 
of  Panama  City,  Florida;  Jacksonville,  Flor- 
ida; Savannah,  Georgia;  ' and  Norfolk,  Vir- 
ginia in  the  Dallas  office  for  the  export  of 
shelled  peanuts  and  New  Orleans  and  Mobile 
for  shelled  peanuts  and  grain.

USDA  has  announced 
the  Commodity  stabili- 
zation service  will 
open  a commodity  office 
at  1010  Broadiyay,  Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio  on 
February  l5,  l^U. 

The  neyr  office  yrill 
have  full  responsibil- 
ity for  all  CSS  field 
activities  in  connec- 
tion ydth  processed 
agricultural  commodi- 
ties except  those 
handled  by  the  Port- 
land Oregon  office. 

The  principal  com- 
modities involved  are 
dairy  products,  pro- 
cessed fruits  and 
vegetables  and  linseed 
oil. 

Heretofore,  respon- 
sibility for  these  and 
related  processed  com- 
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modities  has  been  divided 
among  six  CSS  commodity  of- 
fices located  at  Chicago, 
Dallas,  Neyr  Orleans,  Minnea- 
polis, Kansas  City,  Missouri 
and  Portland,  Oregon  and  the 
main  CSS  office  in  YJashington. 


APPROX.  220,000  FARMERS 

AIDED  BY  FHA  'iN  1953 

The  Farmers  Home  Adminis- 
tration aided  about  220,000 
farm  families  ydth  credit  or 
technical  assistance  during  . 
the  year  1953  as  shoym  by 
the  annual  report  of  the 
U.  S,  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture. 

Farmers  used  the  loans  to 
adjust  and  improve  their  live- 
stock and  crop  programs  and 
earn  better  incomes^  to  de- 
velop their  land;  to  buy  or 
repair  houses  and  farm  build- 
ings; and  to  develop  y^ater 
supplies. 

A total  of  about  $218,012, 
2[j.0  was  advanced  in  direct 
loans,  including  water  facili- 
ties loans  (for  irrigation  and 
other  farmstead  use)  lyhich 
yrere  made  to  U2  associations 
in  the  yrest. 

About  35 j 500  families  com- 
pleted loan  m yments  and 
about  3j500  paid  up  their  ac- 
counts lyith  banks  and  other 
local  lenders.  The  total 
amount  repaid  was  ii)173^U82, 

782  including  interest.
